Pursuant to Board questions at Caucus, County Manager John Maclntyre distributed and revi ewed additional naterial regarding the
Sout hwest Truckee Meadows Citizens Comrittee InterimReport and recomendations for solutions to traffic safety issues in the
Broili, Edmands, Foothill and Caribou Streets and for Lenz and Picoll o Schools.

M. Maclntyre stated that he is also recommendi ng that the Board provide direction to staff for devel opnment of a policy regarding
the placenment of speed hunps and other traffic safety itens because there will probably be other requests as residents feel the
need to i nprove nei ghborhood traffic safety.

Bob Webb, Conprehensive Pl anning, and Craig McConnell, Public Works Director, provided additional information and answered
questions of the Board. M. MConnell stated that the speed hunps are the only capital expense and reiterated that a policy
regardi ng placenent of speed hunps needs to be established.

Fol | owi ng di scussion, on notion by Conmi ssioner Sins, seconded by Commi ssioner Mouliot, which notion duly carried, Chairmn Shaw
ordered that receipt of the report dated Septenber 28, 1995, be acknow edged; that staff be directed to continue the process of
working with the citizen's conmttee(s) and distributing surveys and urging that they be returned in an effort to obtain nmaxi num
nei ghbor hood i nput; that staff continue to inplenent neasures such as striping, etc., which do not require Board approval; and
that staff be directed to schedule a workshop to discuss criteria to be used for the placenent of speed hunps.

95-911 WASHOE AND SI ERRA SACGE GOLF COURSES - 1996 FEE SCHEDULE

County Manager John Maclntyre renminded the Board that this item was considered on August 22, 1995 (See BCC Item 95-781) and
referred back to staff so that outstanding issues could be addressed with interested parties.

Karen Muil | en, Assistant Parks Director, reported that after many neetings since August 22nd, the Park Conmm ssion unani nmously
approved a new fee schedule for both Washoe and Sierra Sage Gol f Courses, and reconmended that the Golf Sub-Comrittee report, as
anended, be adopted, with the caveat that the County Conmi ssioners review the schedule and the report recomendati ons annually.
The master plan for inprovenents and further devel opnent of both courses was al so discussed, as well as funding the depreciation
account .



Ms. Mullen then answered questions of the Board and Comm ssioner Bradhurst pointed out that these efforts will determ ne whether a
$3-mllion bond is necessary for the golf courses.

Ron Mestre, Parks Commi ssion, urged the Board to adopt the revised fees and reconmendati ons. Shirley Canale, Public CGolfers
Sub-Committee |1, submitted witten conments fromthe committee and stated that the inportant thing is to keep working on the
i ssues to resolve the questions and probl ens.

JimBarth, Washoe Golf Course Men's Club, stated that where the recommendation states "...' Golf Operations and Fi nanci al Status
report and to approve the 5 year fee schedule, subject to the Park Conm ssion's review each year and subject to the scope of the
Revenue Bond," he is requesting that "subject to Board of County Conmi ssioner's review' be added. Chairman Shaw agreed that that
woul d be added. M. Barth also stated that the $400 50-play rate is not fair and that the Seni or Gol den Years pass should be at 70
not 80.

Leonard Howard, senior golfer, stated that the Board needs to establish a policy regarding senior citizens so that staff will have
guidelines to follow He also stated that the annual passes are not fair and everyone should pay for their play.

Fol I owi ng further discussion, on notion by Conm ssioner Bradhurst, seconded by Conm ssioner Sins, which notion duly carried,
Chai rman Shaw ordered that:

1. The 1996 fee schedule for Washoe and Sierra Sage Golf Courses reconmended by the Washoe County Park Conmi ssion on Septenber 19,
1995, as attached to the Agenda nenorandum dated Septenber 26, 1995, be approved for one year (1996) only to be effective Novenber
1, 1995;

2. The Washoe County Park Conm ssion's September 19, 1995, recommendation to approve the "Golf Subcomrittee Review of County Colf
Operations and Financial Status Report" be accepted,

3. The 5-year fee schedul e be approved subject to annual review by the Park Conm ssion and the County Commi ssion and subject to
the scope of the Revenue Bond;

4. Any future changes in fees or inprovenent proposals be approved by the Board of County Comni ssioners as well as the Park
Conmi ssi on; and

5. Staff (Karen Mullen and Gary CGoelitz) be directed to work with the golfing public in an effort to resolve remaining issues.
95-912 HOVE OCCUPATI ON COVPLAI NT - THE M GHTY DI STRI BUTI NG SYSTEM OF NEVADA, | NC./KELVIN LAU - BUSI NESS LI CENSE DI VI SI ON

Carla Fells, Business License Conpliance Oficer, reviewed background information pertaining to a conplaint made by John and Caro
Raphel regarding the operation of Mghty Distributing System of Nevada, Inc., |icensed as a hone occupation business at 3220

Mar kridge Drive in Washoe County. Ms. Fells stated that she is requesting authorization fromthe Board to conduct an

i nvestigation, which would include inspecting the business and the property for conpliance with the County Code and the conditions
of the business license as well as the variances and building permts that have been granted on subject property, and canvassing

t he nei ghborhood, noting that there have been many conplaints to various departnents over the years, which all need to be pulled

t oget her.

Legal Counsel Madel yn Shi prman advised that the Board is being asked to make a determ nation as to whether there is sufficient
information to direct staff to conduct an investigation, not to make a deci sion regarding the business |icense.

John and Carol Raphel, 3240 Markridge Drive, distributed pictures of subject property and read a prepared statenent, which itens
were placed on file with the Clerk. In response to Chairnman Shaw, M. Raphel stated that although M. Lau has had this business
license since 1982, the problens started in 1991 when the forklift showed up and M. Lau started warehousing the auto parts in his
gar age.

Jani ne Ernst, 3250 Markridge Drive, stated that she feels it is dangerous to have the big trucks parked there right on a curve;



and that she feels this has deval ued her property.

Del Hardy, attorney representing the Lau famly, pointed out that there have been many investigations over the past four and a
hal f years and there have never been any violations found. He further stated that this is just a dispute between nei ghbors; that
there are less than 2 truck deliveries per nonth; and that the forklift is used less than 16 hours per year

Conmi ssioner Sinms asked if M. Lau is using the garage for commerci al purposes. M. Hardy answered that he is. Conm ssioner Sins
asked if they were aware that when the variance was granted there was a condition prohibiting commercial use of the garage. M.
Har dy responded that that is not correct; and that what was intended was that it not be used for manufacturing.

Conmi ssi oner Mouliot questioned the size and wei ght of the delivery trucks, noting that the pictures indicate that they probably
far exceed what can be used in a residential area.

Pat Kurtz, 3235 Markridge Drive, stated that she does not have a problemw th M. Lau running his business out of his home; that
M. Lau has been very accommpdating; that she does not believe the noise is excessive or that the nei ghborhood has changed; and
that the delivery trucks do cone, do back into M. Lau's driveway, and do block the street, but only for a short period of tine.

Bar bara Kei ghl ey, 3216 Markridge Drive, stated that she is the neighbor on the other side of M. Lau; that she thinks he is a very
good nei ghbor; that they are exposed to the sanme things as the Raphels; and that they do not feel this is a problem

In regard to the condition prohibiting cormercial use that was placed on the Variance approval, Kelvin Lau stated that at that
Board of Adjustnent neeting a great deal of discussion occurred regarding use of the property for commercial purposes; that he
expl ai ned exactly that his intentions were to use the building for storage of autonotive parts and products; that the agreenent at
that meeting was that he could store the parts there but there was to be no manufacturing of any products; and that he has
conplied conpletely with that requirenment. M. Lau also stated that he could produce records that show there are |l ess than two
deliveries per nonth; and that he got the forklift to decrease the inpact on the neighborhood as he can unload the deliveries nuch
faster with it. M. Lau then answered questions of the Board stating that he uses the pallets for firewdod; that he has been

i nspected several tinmes; and that he could pick up his nerchandise rather than having it delivered, but at this point he feels
that woul d just be another concession on his part and would not solve the problem

Conmi ssi oner Bradhurst noted that if this is not resolved, there will continue to be one conplaint after another requiring nore
staff investigations, which up until now have focused on |l and use rather than on the business license; that this would be the
opportunity to bring all involved departnments and parties together for a thorough investigation; and that it does appear there

m ght be a violation of the variance condition relating to conmercial use of the property as well as a violation of the hone
busi ness |icense regardi ng noise, vibrations and use of yard space.

Conmmi ssi oner Moul i ot agreed and al so encouraged M. Lau to inplenent other mtigating measures such as reducing the piles of
pal l ets, stopping the deliveries, renoving the bells on the forklift, etc., to solve these problens.

Based on the finding that it appears violations are occurring, on nmotion by Conm ssioner Bradhurst, seconded by Commi ssioner
Moul i ot, which notion duly carried, Chairman Shaw ordered that the Business License Division conduct an investigation regarding
t he operation of the Mghty Distributing System of Nevada, Inc., in conjunction with all other involved departnents and parties,
for conpliance with the County Code and conditions of approval of both the business license and the variance, and report its
findings back to the Board of County Conm ssioners for further action

95-913 CONTRACTUAL LETTER OF | NTENT - ENERGY MASTERS CORPORATI ON - ENERGY CONSERVATI ON PLAN - GENERAL SERVI CES DEPARTMENT

Pursuant to questions at Caucus, Gary Coelitz, Finance Division, prepared and reviewed a detailed report regarding the proposa
from Energy Masters Corporation regarding a conprehensive energy conservation analysis and managenment plan. In response to the
Board, M. Coelitz stated that approximately three-quarters of the savings will be realized through lighting retrofits and the

ot her one-quarter will be fromheating and air conditioning ventilation; and that conditions of the contract that Energy Masters
has agreed to are they will generate a 5-year payback on installation costs, a 15 percent ninimmreduction in energy costs
county-wi de will be achieved equating to savings of about $270,000 per year, and if these objectives are not achieved, the County



does not have to pay Energy Masters. The shared savings program and potential funding options were al so di scussed.

Upon recomrendation of Bud Fujii, General Services Director, and Gary Coelitz, Finance Division, on notion by Comm ssioner
Bradhurst, seconded by Comm ssioner Sins, which notion duly carried, it was ordered that the contractual letter of intent with
Energy Masters Corporation to provide a conprehensive energy conservati on anal yses, prelimnary energy assessnents and a
conprehensi ve energy managenent plan for County buildings and facilities, be approved, with the anmendnments guaranteeing a 5-year
si npl e payback on installation costs and a 15 percent m ni num reduction in energy costs county-wi de or the County has the option
of canceling the programand no costs will be incurred, and that Chairmn Shaw be authorized to execute.

Gregory Krause, Regional Transportation Comm ssion Planning Manager, presented a viewfoil denonstration outlining the process that
was followed in devel oping a regional road i npact fee and stated that the Sparks City Council has adopted their ordi nance and
Reno's Council will be considering the first reading of their ordinance on October 24th, with second readi ng and adopti on on
Novenber 14, 1995. In response to the Chairman, M. Krause stated that there have been many, many neetings all of which were

noti ced and open to the public; and that during Septenber, the RTC ran | arge, extensive newspaper ads that |isted the entire
proposed fee schedule for all |and uses.

M. Krause al so explained howthe trip rates and fees were determ ned using baseline data fromthe Institute of Transportation
Engi neers, particularly the fee for convenience stores. He further stated that if the national data does not seemto be
representative of our area, any fee payer can do an i ndependent study of trips for his type of |and use and have the inpact fee
adj usted accordingly.

Chai rman Shaw opened the public hearing by calling on those wishing to speak for or against the adoption of said ordi nance.

Ann Harrington, Executive Director, Affordable Housi ng Resource Council, urged the Board to consider sone type of reduced fees for
units built for |Iow inconme housing.



Pet er Krueger, Nevada Petrol eum Marketers and Conveni ence Stores Associ ation, representing i ndependent conveni ence store

busi nesses, stated that they are fl abbergasted at the anobunt of the fee proposed for convenience stores and that they are the
second hi ghest |land use on the list. He stated that the national traffic count nunbers are way out of |ine and that they woul d not
be opposed to a reasonable fee.

Al fredo Al onzo, attorney representing Arco AM PM m ni-markets and Sout hl and Corporation, stated that they agree everyone needs to
pay their fair share, but the question is - what is a fair share.

Don Throp, Southland Corporation, stated that he oversees 48 7-11 Stores in the Reno-Tahoe area; that the nunbers used by the
Institute of Transportation Engineers are nothing at all like his actual nunbers; and that he woul d request that the convenience
store operators have an opportunity to work with the RTC on these baseline nunbers before this is inplenmented.

Randy Ral ston, area resident, requested special consideration be given to churches.

David Loring, Dernody Properties, stated that he has been involved in this process since the very beginning; that he is not
unsynpat hetic to affordabl e housing, churches, etc.; that while this is not a perfect solution, it is a very good first step
towards solving the transportati on needs of this community; and that in the next couple of years these fees will be revi ewed,
refined and perfected as there will be transportation studi es done by various groups. He stated that what the devel opnent
community needs is certainty and predictability of the future in terns of infrastructure and costs and a program where everybody
is treated fairly; that they feel this proposal fills those needs; and that if exenptions are granted for this use or that use,
then it is no | onger an equitable program M. Loring further stated that the Boards and Councils will have to continue to | ook
for other funding sources as this will not solve all the problens.

Davi d Howard, Greater Reno-Sparks Chanmber of Commerce, urged the Board to adopt this ordinance stating that this is an inportant
busi ness issue and quality of life issue for Truckee Meadows residents. He pointed out that the ordinance includes provisions to
al l ow anendnents to the fees; and stated that the Chanber is willing to work with the conveni ence store people and others to neke
sure the fees are equitable.

There being no one el se wi shing to speak, Chairman Shaw cl osed the public hearing.

M. Krause responded to the concerns regarding providing affordable housing by stating that the inpact fee nust be equitable and
based on traffic inpacts; that if certain groups are exenpted, problens of fairness and | egal defensibility devel op; and that

funding all infra- structure on affordable housing projects through CDBG funds or other grants is an on-going effort. In regard to
the fees proposed for the conveni ence stores, M. Krause reiterated previous coments regarding the data used and stated that if
the conveni ence stores have data that will justify a |lower rate, staff will certainly look at it and anend the ordinance

accordingly. He also stated that the ordi nance does all ow provisions for churches and organi zati ons with accessory buil di ngs that
do not produce additional travel over and above the principle purpose.

Commi ssi oner Bradhurst asked if the RTC can initiate a study if staff feels that the nunbers in a particular area are not correct.
M. Krause stated that, if that would occur for a particular |and use, the RTC may then be liable to do studies for all the

ot hers, and RTC does not have the staff for that. He further stated that they have been advised that the cost of an independent
study would range from $2,000 to $10, 000.

In response to Comm ssioner Sims, M. Krause explained benefit districts and inter-regional travel; and stated that the baseline
nunbers used are average, not peak tinme nunbers.

On notion by Conmm ssioner Sins, seconded by Conmi ssioner Mouliot, which notion carried by a unani nous vote of the nenbers present,
Chai rman Shaw ordered that Ordinance No. 938, Bill No. 1113, entitled, "An Odinance amendi ng Chapter 110 of the Washoe County
Code (Devel opnent Code) to add Article 706, Regional Road |npact Fees, and other matters pertaining thereto," be approved, adopted
and published in accordance with NRS 244.
